importance. 
He 
says: 
‘“Only 
by 
grouping services according to their 
character can 
substantial 
progress 
be made in eliminating 
duplication 
of work and plant and proper work­ 
ing relations he established between 
services engaged in similar 
activi­ 
ties." 
Some Recommendations 
The President further says: 
“The 
second and third series 
of reports 
deal, respectively, with the organiza­ 
tion and activities of particular ser­ 
vices, and the form 
of organization 
for the performance 
of 
particular 
business operations. 
“One of the reports of the second 
series is upon the Revenue 
Cutter 
Service, which costs the government 
over two and a half million dollars 
each year. 
In the 
opinion 
of the 
commission its varied activities can 
be performed with equal, or greater, 
advantage by other 
services. 
The 
commission, therefore, 
recommends 
that it be abolished. 
It is estimated 
that by so doing a saving of not less 
than $1,000,000 a year can De made 
"Another 
report
